Remarkable Index of Opinion. 
The result was an expression of opinion 


& 


gach as has scarcely ever been reached be- 
tore by any agency. More than 4,500 replies 
were received and the blanks were filled out 
in such a way as to furnish a remarkable. 
index of the frankest politica] opinions of 
those who were appealed to. 


There were 
criticisms and praises for President Roose- 
with admiration and downright ridi- 
cule for individual candidates, demonstrat- 
ing the acuteness with which the average 
American voter watches the daily acts of 
the men he has set over him in high places. 
The blanks were sent out to the editors of 
republican newspapers, the chairmen of 
county cemmittees, members of the state 
central committee, and members of the leg- 
islature, as well as other working~repub- 
licans. 

The replies average 100 for each state in 
the union. The response to THIN TRIBUNE'S 
request was extraordinarily liberal. Few of 
those who were appealed to refused to 
express their opinions on the problems con- 
fronting thé republican party atthe present 
time. The test vote is valuabie, 
because it was made at ard carly stage of 
the campaign before political passions have 
to 


terest in politics and who have to do direct- 
ly with the conduct of precinct primaries, 
county conventions, and the larger gather- 
ings which result in the selection of dele- 
gates to the national convention. 


Roosevelt and the People. 

Quite the most interesting thing in the re- 
sult of the ballot.is the attitude of the people 
towards President Roosevelt. That he is a 
popular idol can scarcely be denied. The 
figures show that an overwhelming pereent- 
age of those who were asked for their opinion 
indorsed the policy of.the president without 
hesitation. A large number of them who are 
counted upon as voting in favor of the Roose- 
veltian program of government do so with 
some considerable amount of reservation. 
Many a voter says he favors the president's 
policy on the whole or with some excep- 
tlons. Others declare that they support the 
president except as regards certain specified 
things. Some of them condemn him without 
hesitation and in violent language. 

It is worth while noticing that the criticism 
of the president, like the demand for tariff 
revision, is based on different grounds in sep- 
arated sections of the country. That is to 
gay, there seems to be no one thing in which 
the president has bitterly disappointed all the 
members of his party. He has done many 
things, on the contrary, which are called seri- 
ous blunders in one part of the country but 
are overlooked in another section. In every 
dase the dissatisfaction, although sometimes 
it is deep seated, is manifested locally. It 
might be possible for shrewd politicians, by 
playing on the people in different sections of 
the country by means of different issues, to 

ereate a good deal of rebellion against the 
domination of the president. 


Strong Third Term Sentiment. 


That there does exist in the country a strong 
third term sentiment is undeniable. It has 
apread among different classes of people, and 
if it were encburaged by the president himself 
it would be a formidable element in the next 
campaign. As it is, however, it is well under- 
stood that President Roosevelt is not a can- 
didate and will not be, and at the proper time 
he will reiterate the declaration made by him 
on election night 1904 that under no consider- 
ation will he accept the nomination for the 
third term. The rank and file of republicans 
in the country have not been altogether will- 
ing to accept this declaration as final. In 
sending out its circulars TAU TRIBUNE a- 
gumed that the president would not be a can- 
date, and most of the ballots were made on 
that basis, the voters generally specifying 
that if Roosevelt was not in the field they 
would be for Taft,, Hughes, Fairbanks, or 
some of the others.

MOB VETORS FRANCHISE GRAB 


ONE ALDERMAN IS BEATEN. 


All Told Traction Grant Means Coat of 
Tar and Feathers. 


An angry throng of citizens invaded the 
council chamber in the city hall at Whiting, 
Ind., last night, prevented the passage of the 
ordinance granting a fifty year franchise to 
the Hammond, Whiting and East Chicago 
Railway company, threatened to tar and 
feather all aldermen who voted for the un- 
popular measure, and drove the aldermen 
from the hall. 

Ald. Paul Schultz was roughly handled. He 
was béaten and his clothese were torn almost 
from his body. Chief of Police Lawlor and a 
number of policemen had difficulty in res- 
cuing him. 

For several days Whiting has been pla- 
carded with bills calling a massmeeting of 
citizens to convene at Cobel's hall Friday 
night to protest against the franchise. Fully 
500 men answered the call. Headed by H. B. 
Davidson, a wealthy real estate man, they 
marched with banners and a brass band to 
the city hall. / 


Big Majority for Franchise. 

The council had ass: mbled and was prepar- 
ing to bring up the franchise for passage. 
All but one or two aldermen were known to 
be in favor of the measure. It has been a 
matter of gossip that the railway company 
has spent a great deal of money in lobbying 
for the bill. 

The throng took the council chamber by 
storm, Mr. Davidson mounted the speaker's 
platform, usurping the chair and gavel. 
John Besien and William Kridy, prominent 
business men, in fiery spesches denounced 
the franchise. Then the franchise was put 
to a vote of the citizens’ assembly and de- 
feated unanimously. 

Ald. Long and Ald. Schults, foremost cham- 
pions of the ordinance, attsmpted to speak 
in-support of it. They were hissed to silence. 
An inkwell hurtled through the air from 
somewhere and broke with a crash on Ald. 
Long's desk. This gave the invaders cour- 
ag>. Ald. Long, Schultz, and Michael Ko- 
zacik were dragged to the front of the cham- 
ber. 

‘There they were arraigned like prisoners 
and asked how they stood on the franchise. 
Kosacik, who all along had bean supposed to 
be a strong partisan of the measure, weak- 
ened and declared he would vote against it. 
Long and Schults said they would vote for it. 


Ald. Schultz Beaten. 

‘Thereupon the citizens-crowded clode about 
the two aldermen and grew threatening. 
Some one struck in the face. This 
precipitated a general attack. Long edged 
away through thé throng and escaped. 
Schyltz was unmercifylly pummeled. 

At this juncture Chief Lawlor and the en- 
tire police force of Whiting, consisting of 
fifteen men, charged into the chamber.

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Whole Country Cleared of Every Liv- 
ing Man and Animal. 


POSEN, Prussia, Sept. 20.—The siege of 
Port Arthur is being reproduced on the 
Plains near here as a part of the German 
arny’s War game. 

Real shells are being used by the heavy, 
long range siege guns and numerous batter- 
ies of field artillery, and the conditions of 
actual battle are being reproduced with 
startling realism. 

Dummy forts, manned by dummy soldiers, 
are being fired at by actual projectiles, the 
idea being to obtain artillery practice under 
conditions resembling those of actual war- 
fare One part of the operations is the pur- 
suit of a retreating army with artillery, the 
gunners finding the ranges of .dummies 
moved by eléctricity. 


Whole Country Is Cleared. 

As the artillery is using shells with full 
bursting charges, the ground over which the 
operations are being conducted has been 
cleared of inhabitants and domestic animals. 
and extreme precautions are being taken to 
prevent any one from entering the fire zones, 
not alone because it is dangerous but also on 
account of the secrecy observed regarding 
the results attained. 

During tlie day the city of Posen, with up- 
wards of 100,000 inhabitants, was placed un- 
der a state of siege, involving an entire sus- 
pension of traffic and communication, so that 
the two armies taking part in the operations 
could not procure information. A censor- 
ship was placed upon all telegrams sent from 
Posen. The state of siege only lasted a few 
hours. 

Just as in Real War. 

Showing the strictness with which the rules 
of actual warfare are followed, Field Mar- 
shal Count von Hulsen-Haeseler, the em- 


| peror’s aid de camp general and chief of his 


military cabinet, who was in uniform, tried 
to get through the military linea without a 
pass or the watchword, but the sentries 
would not allow him to pass, although he was 
recognized.

ALL GOES TO HIS FAMILY. 


Widow and Children to Have Share in 
ry Profits of Company, 


New York. Sept. 20.—[Special]—The will 
of Robert Allan Pinkerton, who died on the 
steamship Bremen on Aug. 12, was filed for 
probate in Brooklyn today. It was executed 
on Oct. 8, 1904. Mr. Pinkerton’s beneficiaries 
are his widow, Mrs. Anna Elizabeth Pinker- 
ton, his son, Allan Pinkerton; his daughter, 
Anna P. Gibb, and his daughter, Mary P. 
Carlisle. The estate is said to be valued at 
$3,000,000. 

Under the will Mr. Pinkerton leaves his 
undivided one-half interest in the real estate 
and office building at 57 Broadway, Manhat- 
tan: a one-half interest in 100 and 201 Fifth 
avenue, Chicago, api also the undivided one- 
half interest in Larch farm, at Onarga, 
Iroquois county, III., to his widow or to his 
trustees, Allan Pinkerton and Lewis M. 
Gibb, to hold and manage, paying the pro- 
ceeds over to his widow during her life. 


After Widow’s Death. 

At her death the testator provides that the 
estate is to be divided into as many parts as 
there are surviving children, or who shall 
have died leaving issue surviving, providing 
for the division into sub shares in the latter 
case and the income to be paid until the 
beneficiaries attain the age of 21 years, 
when the principal is to be turned over to 
them. 

The testator also provides that such sums 
as may be due him from the Pinkerton.Na- 
tional Detective agency and the Pinkerton 
detective patrols be divided into fourths and 
one fourth left to each his widow, his son, and 
hie two daughters. The fourth is left to his 
daughter, Mary P. Carlisle, is to be held in 
trust for her benefit. — 

Mr. Pinkerton leaves to his widow his 
summer home at Buy Shore, L. I., and the 
house at 782 Union street, together with the 
furniture, family jewelry, and plate. His 
two gold watches, bequeathed to him by his 
father, he leaves to his son, Allan Pinker- 
ton, and George D. Bangs, the latter for 
many years superintendent of the Pinkerton 
National Detective agency. 


Business to His Brother. 

All his interest in the detective business, 
the furniture, the records, uniforms, and firm 
name and good will is left to his brother, 
Williarg A. Pinkerton and his son, Allan 
Pinkerton, on the payment of a certain share 
of the profits to his widow and his children.

Combine’s Treasurer Tells How 
Little Fellows Are. Squelched;

New York, Sept. 20.—[Special.)—Some of 
the methods by which the Standard Oil trust 
has succeeded in earning profits of nearly 
$900,000,000 since 1882 were brought out at 
today’s hearing of the inquiry which the gov- 
ernment is conducting here to get information | 
for the federal suit to smash the combine. 

These methods, according to the testimony 
of Wesley H. Tilford, treasurer of the com 
bine, include a monopoly of the export trade 
in refined oil, to which independent com- 
panies are forced to submit by the trust's 
control of the crude petroleum supply. 

The Standard Oil company not only fixes 
and regulates the export price of ofl, but it 
enforces a fixed schedule governing the daily 
supply of) crude oil to the independent re- 
fineries. 

No Independent Exporting. 

The Standard Oil company of New York 
acts as exporting agent for the trust. Mr. 
Tilford admitted the New York subsidiary 
exported almost all the refined oll that left 
the United States. He did not know whether 

all the independent refineries. were supplied 
with Standard crude oi! directly from pipe 
Unes or tank lines belonging to the Standard 
company, but he said that in one instance an 
independent refinery cama in on the agree-

Report to Mayor on Work of Re- 
habilitation to Be Done 
This Year. 


It is the Central Trust company of New

the entire Union Traction system. If any 
fair proportion of its clients follow its ad- 
vioa they wlll complicate the situation seri- 
ously if they do not render the transfer 
of the properties to the Chicago Railways 
company impossible. 

The trust company gent out a notice to the 


holders of these West Chicago street bonds 


last evening, saying that since the Gross- 
cup plan of reorganization had been over- 
turned by the Court of Appeals the pro- 


. moters of that plan had been calling for 
deposits of bonds under a notice implying

that it, along with other trustees, had con- 
sented.

“This company does not approve of the 
plan,” declares the Central Trust, which is

‘Rehabilitation Work Done.

As conditions are now milk consumers have 
no guaranty of purity. Every dairyman or 
dealer certifles his own milk, usually un- 
der no public supervision whatever. Erngst 
P. Bicknell, president of the milk commis- 
sion of the Children’s Hospital society, said 
his commission stands ready to certify all of 
Chicago's milk supply if the dealers desire it.

CURB ON JAPAN'S HOPES. 


Admiral Dewey and Naval Board 
Think Big Fleet in Pacific _.; 


Would Be Salutary. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 20.—[Special.}+~- 
Admiral Dewey and the genera) board of the 
navy have returned to Washington and on 
Tuesday next will hold a meeting for the 
purpose of formulating. plans of strategic im- 
portance to the nation. These plans relate 
to more efficient protection to the country 
and its interests in all parts of the world, 
especially the Pacific. They are based abso-. 
lutely upon the continuance of American 
sovereignty over the Philippineislands. New 
life, apparently, has been injected into the 
movement for abandonment of the Philip- 
pines, but the administration has no thought 
of such a step. Everything which is being 
done contemplates permanency of occupa- 
tion 


Through his long stay in the east, his 
knowledge of tae islands themselves, which 
his judgment and bravery gained for the na- 
tion, and his comprehensive grasp upon world 

-affairs, Admiral Dewey has qualified him- 
self to discuss the future of the Philippines 
with an authority no other man in the coun- 
try possesses. 

The admiral advocates the holding of th 
archipelago not only because of the islands 
themselves, but because if this government 
should part with them every gateway to 
China would then be in possession of one or 
more strong military powers which are com- 
mercial rivals of the Un States. From 
Java on the south to on the north 
there is a line of islands. Many are of con- 
siderable area, possessing good harbors and 
capable of easy fortification. 


Vital Factor to Japan. 


The Japanese fag files over all the islands ) 
down to the Philippines, and if that nation 
could get the latter it would be able to pro- 
tect the entrances to the Chinese coast with 
strong fortifications, and naval attack by 
another power or competition with her com- 
me would be an extremely difficult mat- 
ter. In a word, all these islands command 
the trade routes to the Chinese coast, and, 
consequently, form the basis of the strate- 
gical plans of the great commercial nations. 

If the growing of this country is not 
to be jnterfered with, Admiral Dewey and 
the men associated with him are of the 
opinion the United States must continue in 
possession of the Philippines. The dispatch 
of sixteen battleships to the Pacific ocean has 
had the effect of demonstrating that the 
United States proposes to guard its inter- 
ests.’ Strong pressure has been brought 
to bear upon the president to cancel the 
order to the fleet. This will not be done. 

While Admiral Dewey does not say 80, 
there is no doubt in well informed naval 
circles that the acquisition of the American 
archipelago is the underlying purpose of Jap- 
anese strategy. Those islands are needed 
by Japan not only for the commercial and 
military advantage it would give her over 
the west, but because of her appreciation that 
the time may come when it will be necessary 
for her to protect herself against the activity 
of a modernized China. 

China Wants Open Door. 

Controlli the Philippines, China would 
have the trade routes in her own hands. Her 

mmerce could not be stopped by war with 
apan, and the revenue derived therefrom 
would’ not cease to flow into her coffers.

J command of all routes of access to 
her coast but enable the United States to 
uphold the principle of the open door,“ 
which is now the original feature of the 
American foreign policy. 
For the American fleet to attempt to ficht 
in Asiatic waters without a base in the 
Philippines would be worse than would be the 


predicament of say the German fleet seeking 


to operate upon the Atlantic coast of the 
United States. These considerations are re- 
sponsible for the suggestion which has been 
renewed that-sixteen battleships shall remain 
in the Pacific ocean. If those vessels should 
have adequate bases in the Philippines and 
Hawali, the United States would be in splen- 
did position not only to protect its own in- 
terests but to safeguard the integrity of 
China and the preservation of the open door 
there, the advantages of which to America 
are immediately apparent. 

It is insisted the dispatch of the fleet, in- 
stead of being provocation for war, is in 
reality a guarantee of continued peace, for 
no nation will dare disturb the American pos-

W h Critics of Roosevelt. 

Throughout the south this negro revolt is 
distinct. It appears in all the ballots, more 
or less, becduse a large number of the re- 
publican committeemen of the south are of 
colored blood, It is strange, therefore, to find 
as one moves a few miles westward across 
the country that the party workers have 
apparently never heard of the Brownsville 
case, but have other grievances against the 
president they think are vastly more im- 


portant. 
In Wyoming, for instance, where the time 


once was that an anti-Reosevelt republican 
was likely to have a fight on his hands at any 
hour of the day, the president is bitterly criti- 
cised, not because he discharged a few col- 
ored soldiers down in Texas, but because he 
developed a plan for leasing the public land 
which was by no means relished by thosé on 
the Wyoming prairie who had fenced ‘in 
large quantities of the public domain and 
were using it for private grazing purposes. 
This objection is reflected again and again 
in the ballots sent in to Tam TAU, and 
if it were only general throughout the coun- 
try it might cause the president some sleep- 
less nights if he were at all concerned as to 
the permanence of his popularity. 

Taking a shift over into Colorado and Idaho, 
one finds a séction of the republicans who are 
far from satisfied with the attitude of the 
administration in regard to the recent labor 
trials, They look on the president’s denun- 
ciation of the so-called assassins as undesir- 
able citizens as wholly uncalled for, and more 
than one ballot refers to the president some- 
what brutally as Mr. Buttinski.“ 


‘Timber Policy Unpopular. 

In the timber country of the northwest, all 
the way to the Pacific coast, there is manifest 
criticism of the act of the president in setting 
aside large parts of the public domain as a 
timber reserve. Several of the dallots con- 
tained caustic comments upon Mr. Gifford 
Pinchot, the chief forester of the adminis- 


tration. Many declare that the president's 


forest policy has retarded the development 
of the country to a manifest degree, and 
that he has set aside hundreds of thousands 
of acres of land for forest reserves which 
do not contain a stick of timber and probably 
never will, | 

Up and down the Pacific coast one finds a 
natural criticism of the president's Japanese 
policy. The people there seem to think he 
misconstrued the condition of public senti- 
ment entirely, and that in order to keep on 
good terms with the Japanese he was ready 
to resort to extraordinary means to bring the 
people of San Francisco and of the coast 
generally to terms. f 


Roosevelt and the East. 

In the far east, that is to say in New York 
and Boston, the president's financial policy 
comes in for the greatest amount of crit- 
icism. The prosecution of the trusts, which 
was 80 popular in Illinois and in Idaho, is 
not looked upon with the same favor in 
Wall street and on Chesnut street in Phila- 
delphia. From these sections comes an ex- 
pression of opinion quite constantly that tne 
president has gone too far,“ and coupled 
with this is the hope that his successor will 
be a man who will have more regard for the 
holders of securities, d who would not 
enter upon any prosecutions of corporations 
without ample proof of actual wrong doing. 

An inspection of the ballots shows on the 
wholé@ that in the great central states em- 
bracing Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Iowa, Kansas, 
Michigan, Wisconsin, and Minnesota, there 
is less criticism of the president than any- 
where else. In those states even the local 
issue seems to be absent, and it is in this 
section that the demand for a third term 
appears to be the strongest. 


side Lights on Candidates. 


So far as the candidates are concerned, the 
bellots taken by THE TRIBUNE are extremely 


n tefesting and throw many side lights upon 


the methods adopted by the general public 
in arriving at an estimate of the capacity of 
public men. ir instance, Uncle Joe Can- 
non, speaker Of the house, makes but a poor 
showing in the ballot as compared with the 
secret of war. At the same time it is 
evident that a great many people admire the 
course of the speaker as a public man. 

Many of those who communicate with Tue 
TRiBUNB and vote three other candidates 
go out of their way to explain that they have 
nothing against Speaker Cannon except his 
age. There is scarcely any doubt that if he 

were twenty years younger, with anything 
like his present record behind him, he would 
be a formidable candidate for the presidency. 

As it is, this implacable sentence of too 
od“ is written by one repubjican worker 
after another against the name of the pic- 
tureeque speaker of the house, leaving the 
almost certain bellef that he could not possi- 
bly be nominated, and, if nominated, could 
scarcely be elected, but all on account of his 
advanced years and the desire of the people 
that the burdens of government should be 
taken up by a man in the prime of life. 


Taft a General Favorite. 

It is a noticeable thing that the people who 
vote for Taft, and they number more than 
half of all those who have cast their ballot, 
record their preference for the secretary of 
war with but little ornocomment. They are 
free to say that Fairbanks is too cold.“ 
which is a favorite hotation, or that Hughes 
is “too new,” but so far as I can remember 
the ballots there is only one which assails 
the secretary of war on the ground that he 
is too fat,“ although that is the most 
natural criticiam one could make against 
him. Hughes, curiously enough, is support- 
ed by certain voters on the ground that he Is 
conservative, While others adopt him as the 
best type of a progressive candidate for the 
presidency. For that matter, Fairbanks and 
Knox frequently are labeled progressive, al- 
though perhaps in the next ballot they are 
denounced because they are supposed to be 
out of touch with the president's policy. 


Some Already Nicknamed. 


It seems evident from the papers submit-. 


ted to Tum Tripunz that while the people 
at large study the acts of public men, they 
are none the less liable to be affected by 
catch words, by jokes, and by the repeated 
innuendoes of newspapers and comic weels 
Hes. Many of the criticisms of the vice pres 
ident, for instance, come from those who 
think he is “icy,” although those who en- 
joy a personal acquaintance with Mr. Fair- 
banks know that he is one of the most genia! 
of men. So, also, certain people speak of 
Taft as an imitator,“ and in one cage as & 
“carbon copy” of the president, whereas 
the distinctive characteristic of the secre- 
tary of war is his constitutional inability te 
allow any other man to do his thinking fos 
him. 

Finally, it may be said that there is a dis- 
tinct feeling of resentment among certain 
republicans against any attempt on the part 
of the president to dictate the personality 
of his successor. Several of those who de- 
clare themselves for a third term insist that 
if Roosevelt is not a candidate his suc- 
cessor must be some one of a conservative 
type, so that the country may rest assured 
of business peace and prosperity in the 
future. There is a quite general expression 
of a fear that Roosevelépolicies are impos- 
gible of execution by any one except Roose- 
velt himself, and thie seems to be the foun- 
dation for the third term idea rather than 
personal affection for the president, 


ROOSEVELT AID NOT ASKED? 


Union Telegraph Officials Deny They 
Visited President to Ask Him to 
Help Settle Strike. 


New York, Sept. 20.—Concerning the re- 
port that Percy Thomas of the telegraphers’ 
union and Daniel L. Russell, chairman of 
the strike committee, had visited Oyster Bay 
on last Wednesday and talked with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt on the situation, Mr. Thomas

President Small, before leaving for Chi- 
cago today, said:

MEXICAN WAR VETERANS. 

The Merienn war veterans of [Illinois 
held a reunion this week and elected as 
president Capt, Wyatt, who fought with 
his regiment at Buena Vista. The battle 
‘of Buena Vista was fought in February, 
1847. The City of Mexico surrendered 
‘Sept. 16, 1847. The fact that there are 
enough Mexican war veterans left after 
sixty years to hold u reunion speaks well 
for the conditions of life in Illinois. No 


The total number of men in the Ameri- 
can army during the war with Mexico 
was 116,321. Of these 42,545 were regu- 
lars, 78,776 volunteers. INinois furnished 
one‘twelfth of the volunteers and lost 
more than one-sixth of the volunteers 
who were killed in action, besides suffer- 
ing as severely from disease as any other 
state. The number of volunteers from 
Illinois was exceeded only by that from 


| Texas, Louisiana, and Missouri, while no 


state lost so heavily. Two regiments of 
IHinois volunteers served from June, 1846, 
to June, 1847, two from July, 1846, to 
May, 1847, and two régiments of infantry 
and four companies of mounted volun- 
teers from the summer ot 1847 to the 
Summer or fall of 1848.

He was one of those officials whom 
Prince Bismarck forced upon the then crown 
prince and crown princess in order to coun- 
teract their liberal 
gon, and became the mentor and guide of 
William, nig Oe to hjm ali his extensive 
experience, nitiating him into all his exten- 
sive knowledge of the intricacies of court te 
and of Berlin society. During the last few 
years of Emperor Frederick's life the posi- 
tion of Count Eylenburg in his household was 
vastly improved and facilitated by the sensa- 
tional quarrels of hia eder brother, Count 
Botho Eulenburg, the statesman and Prus- 
sian premier, with Prince Bismarck. 

> 


At one time the Eulenburgs had been on 
terms of close friendship with Bismarck. In- 
deed, Countess Marie, only daughter of the 
iron chancellor, was at one moment betrothed 
to Wend, the youngest of the three Dulenburg 
brothers, Three days before the day fixed 
for the wedding Count Wend was suddenly 
stricken with typhus and forty-eight hours 
later succumbed to the malady. Countess 
Marie, it may be added, subsequently mar- 
tied Count Rantsau, after having been de- 
tween times engaged to Admiral Baron Eisen- 
decker, once German envoy at Washington 
and now the kaiser’s adviser in yachting mat- 
ters, whom chef jilted in consequence of dif- 
ferences on religious matters. 

Count Botho nburg has on several oc- 
casions been prime minister of Prussia, and 
there was one moment an idea of making him 
governor general of Alsace-Lorraine, a post 


for which his administrative abilities partic- 


ularly well fitted him, but his nomination was 
Spposed by the grand duke of Baden, who 
entertained a strong prejudice against him, 
and the kaiser ultimately yielded to his uncle 
in the matter. The Eulenburgs belong to one 
of the most ancient families in Germany, and 
were already nobles in the tweifth century, 
and have always been identi with court 
life and for the last 300 years with the house 
ef Hohengollern, 
> 


As minister of the royal house Count Au- 
gustus becomes the supreme dignitary of the 
court and administrator of the entire crown 
domains and of all the vast possessions and 
He forms 
part of the Prussian cabinet, and his author- 
ity extends over every branch of the imperial 
and royal establishment. On the occasion of 
royal marriages, births, and deaths he offi- 
clates as grand notary, and it is he who has 
charge of all the archives of the royal house 
of Hohenzollern. At Vienna the office of 
minister of the imperial house ig associated 
with that of minister of foreign affairs and of 
the de facto chancellor. But at Berlin the 
minister of the royal house finds his hands 
sufficiently full in managing his own depart- 
ment, embracing as it does not only the man- 
agement of the household and the direction of 
the court but also the supervision of all the 
palaces, parks, forests, mines, manufactories, 
commercial undertakings, horse breeding es- 
tablishments, iron works, etc., belonging to 
the hquse of Hohenzollern. 

Perhaps the best thing that can be said 


about the. count is that he has managed for 
twenty-Nwe y‘ |. retain undistur and 
undiminished the friendship and cdtifidence 


of so able and brilliant a man asthe emperor, 
also of the empress, and the affection of all 
their children, while his promotion to the post 
of minister of the royal house meets with uni- 
versal approval among all classes of the pop- 
ulation. 
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Lord Northampton's determination to let 
Castle Ashby, his superb country seat in the 
county from which he takes hie title, is 
prompted not by financial straits but by a de- 
sire to have more money at his disposal for 
the numerous philanthropic enterprises in 
which he is interested. For Lord Northamp- 
ton is rich, indeed, the late marchioness hav- 
ing been the only daughter and heiress of the 
greater part of the wealth of the second Lord 
Ashburton, who in his day was one of the 
principal partners of the house of Baring. 
She brought her husband in marriage a great 
fortune, including extensive ground rents in 
the Clerkenwell and Islin 
London, which are increasifig in value all the 
time. Lord Northampton’s philanthropy has 
led him in the pursuit of schemes for the bet- 
terment of the poor to become not merely a 
radical but even something of a socialist in 
politics, and he is the founder of all sorts of 
institutions and enterprises for the improve- 
ment of the conditions of the masses. 

Castle Ashby, which is now in the market 
for rent, is situated on the high ground above 


the River Nene. The present mansion was 


bullt for the greater part in the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth and completed in the reign of King 
James I., who paid a state visit there with his 
queen, Inigo Jones in 1624-made some addi- 
tions, including two turrets and a long gal- 
lery, and a great dining room was added in 
1005 on the occasion of a state visit of William 
III. One of the lords of Northampton was a 
man of great piety, and it is to him that are 
due the biblical texts in huge stone letters 
which form the balustrade around the edge of 
the roof and also of the many terraces. It is 
said that the gardens and avenues of Hamp- 
ton Court palace were modeled on those of 
Castle Ashby, ! 

The first Lord Northampton rendered him- 
self famous by his romantic marriage with 
Elizabeth, pr Grass of Sir John Spencer, 
lord mayor of ndon in 1894 and 1505. He 
started out in life as Will Compton, son of 
King Henry VIII.’s favorite gentleman in 
waiting, Lord Compton. Will Compton was 
a scapegrace and Sir John Spencer objected to 
his suit, so young Compton disguised himself 
as a baker’s apprentice and carried off Miss 
Elizabeth Spencer, the object of his affec- 
tions, concealed in a baker's basket on his 
shoulders. Sir John began by disinheriting 
his daughter, but ultimately relented, and 
when he died left her his vast fortune, which 
was estimated at a million pounds sterling, a 
colossal sum im those days. 

Its amount seems to have turned the head 
of his son-in-law. For the latter indulged in 
such insane extravagance, spending half a 
million dellars in a fortnight, that his wife 
secured his incarceration for a few months in 
the tower of London until he had recovered 
his senses. Although created by reason of 
his wife's fortune earl of Notthampton, he 
to the end of his days was known among his 
contemporaries as * crazy lord,“ owing to 
the dementia to which he had given way on 
his sudden accession to riches.

Urge Makers to Exhibit Cars. 

While considering the annual automobile 
exhibitions in this country as equal to if not 
better than those held in Europe, the con- 
suls lay stress on the fact this country has 
made practically no demonstration of its 
prowess and ingenuity at the foreign dis- 
plays. They urge the American makers to ex- 
hibit their cars at all the big shows abroad. 

In referring to the fact a number of Kinglish 
inquiries have been received at the Hristoi 
(England) consulate from American manu- 
facturers regarding motor machines, Consul 
Lorin A. Lathrop says: 

“Some American cars have been sold in 
Bristol and have given satisfaction. Compe- 
tition Increases by leaps and bounds, and 1 
think it quite useless to approach Engtian 
markets in other than a systematic and de- 
termined way.

France, Belgium, and Italy are com- 
petitors with whom we have to reckon in 
England as well as with the domestic man- 
ufacturer.”’

Talk of “American Auto Itivasion.” 


R. E. Mansfield, consul at Lucerne, Switz- 
erland, says in his report to the department 
of commerce and labor: 

*Pariodicals devoted to the automobile 
trade are sounding serious notes of alarm 
concerning what they are pleased to desig- 
nate as ‘the American automobile inva- 
siom’. It is not the tour aléne that fs caus- 
ing the protest, but what fis regarded as tha 
‘presumption ’ of American manufacturers, 
who announce their intention of entering into 
competition with continental cars in the for- 
eign field. The American manufacturers 
have arriv3d at a period when, by standard- 
ising, they gare in a position to turn out a 
machine better calculated to meet the re- 
quirements of the motorist. If good, reliable 
cars of from twelve to sixteen horse power, 
with touring body, hood, lamps, and tools 
complete, can be placed on the Buropean 
market at a cost of, say, from $1,200 to $1,800, 
according to style and finish, they will prove 
popular. It is a significant fact, and one 
that argues well for American automobiles, 
that many of the Burop2an factories, and 
especially the most modern plants, are 
equipped with American machinery and tools 
for the construction of motors. 

Other reports have been received from 
Chemnitz, Paris, Amsterdam, Milan, Turin, 
Rome, Copenhagen, where a number of 
American machines will be exhibited at the 
exposition to be held from Sept. 28 to Oct. 7; 
Carlsbad, Monrovia, in Liberia; Cairo; Tsing- 
tau, in China; Calcutta; Bangkok, in Slam: 
Ciudad Porfirio Diaz, Mexico; Rio de Ja- 
nelro; Bogota, in Colombia; Gothenburg, in 
Sweden; Smyrna, Asia Minor; Nagasaki, 
Japan; Belize, Byitish Honduras, and the 
principal centers South Africa.

Over Half Million Cars Made. 

M. Faroux, a French statistician, estimates 
about 550,000 motor cars have been manu- 
factured in the nine years since the experi- 
ments of self-propslied road vehicles first 
succeeded. These machines sold for more 
than $1,000,000,000. Until a year ago France, 
the ploneer, led the world in the production 
of the motor vehicle. According to M. Fa- 
roux, the production was as follows: 
Unitsd States, 60,000; France, 55,000; Eng- 
land, 28,000; Germany, 22,000; Italy, 19,000, 
and Belgium, 12,000. There are more than 
25,000 automobiles owned within fifty miles 
of the New York city hall.
